TO HIS EXCELLENCY JOHN POYNTZ, EARL SPENCER, K.G., 

LORD LlEUTENANT-GENER-iL A^D GENERAL GOVERNOR OF IRELAND, &a. 

May it please Youe Excellency, 

"We, the CominissioiieTs appointed to take an Account of the Population of 
Ireland for the night of the 2nd of April, 1871, in conformity with the provisions of the 
Act 33 and 31 Victoiia, cap. 80, beg to lay before your Excellency the following 
Abstract of the Enumerators’ Returns, as prescribed by section lO'of the Act : — 

The enumeration (except in the Metropolis, in which the Dublin Meti-opolitaa Police 
discharged that duty) has been effected by the officers and men of the Royal Irish 
Constabulary, whose local knowledge rendered them peculiarly well suited for this 
undertaking, and whose position throughout the country has afforded us a permanent 
staff of efficient Enumerators, over whom the Government exercise continuous 
control. Moreover, their experience as Enumerators on three' former occasions, and their 
familiarity with inquiries of this description, acquired by taking the Annual Returns of 
Ac^ricultural Statistics for the last twenty-four years, render their services especially 
valuable in acting as Census Enumerators. They are, we have reasou to believe, 
acquainted with every house in their respective Districts. . o •. t 

The country was divided into 248 Districts, each under the charge of a Sub-inspector, 
who was accountable for the Returns of his District. 4,536 men of the Royal Irish Con- 
stabulary and 178 of the Dublin Metropolitan Police were employed as Enumerator. 
Printed instructions, with which the Superintendents and Enumerators were previously 
funiLshcd, made them acquainted with the nature of the duties they had respectively to 
pei-fonn ; and, when necessary, they were supplied with maps, conveyances, boats, and 
ill the Irish-speakiug districts, with Interpreters also. , . ^ . a -i n 

Unon the collection of the various Census papers on and after the 3rd of Aprd, each 
Enumerator was required to fill up an Abstract for every townland, and m cities and 
lar<'-o towns for every Street in his district, and from these Abstracts to naake a 
S’mvnicmi for the total of his enumeration district. These Summaries contam the 
number and condition of the houses, the number of families, the population by sexes, 

and their relisfious denominations. -i j ti. 

From these “Enumerators’ Summaries” the present return hiM been compiled. It 
must therefore, bo regarded only in the light of The Urmmtors Cmus. It js, as m all 
other primary returns of Uiis description, hut an apprommation to the actual results of 
arenSueration-the precise numbers in which can only be ascertained when the mdi-

tlie numbers obtained by the Census of 1841, 1851, and 1861, with the decennial 
increase or decrease of the people between 1861 and 1871. 

The total population recently enumerated, as obtained from the Enumerators’ Sum- 
maries, amounts to 5,402,759 — the sexes being 2,634,123 males and 2,768,636 females, 
or 396,208 of both sexes less than that returned for the 7th of April, 1861 — being a 
decrease of 6-83 per cent, during the last ten years — 7T6 per cent, as regards males, 
and C-52 respecting females. 

The following is the Provincial Summary of the four last decennial enumerations : —

The present per centage of decrease is largest in the town of Galway, 22‘30, 
the King’s County, 15‘84 ; Queen’s County, 14‘98; Tipperary, N.R., 14'96; and 
Meath, 14'39. The only localities in which an increase of population has taken place 
are the Town of Belfast, 43'41 per cent, ; Iiondonderry City, 20’92 per cent. ; Dublin 
County including Metropolitan Suburbs, 2‘87 per cent.; the City of Waterford, T9 per 
cent. ; and the County of the Town of Carrickfergus, ’32 per cent. 

From the returns of the Emigration Commissioners, we learn that of the total 
emigrants who sailed from ports in the United Kingdom, between the 1st April, 1861, 
and the 31st March last, 819,903 were Irish; but how many of these liad been 
temporary or permanent residents in Great, Britain we have no means of ascertaining. 
From the Returns obta,ined by tlie Registrar-General for Ireland, through the Constab- 
ulary agents at Irish ports, during the like period, we perceive that as many as 846,956 
persons were set down as permanent emigrants. To this emigration may chiefly be 
attributed the decrease of the population, during a period when the country was 
reniarkably free from any outbreak of pestilence, scarcity of food, or of the other 
social calamities which have occasionally retarded the growth of population in this and 
other countries. It must also be remembered tliat some of the remote effects of the 
disastrous period of famine, pestilence, and panic which commenced with the potato 
blight of 1845-46, had extended over the first few years of the decade upon which it is 
now our province to report. Assuming that the increase of population by births over 
deaths was at the rate of ‘92 per cent, per annum as stated in former Census Reports 
emanating from this country, the population of Ireland would — had no disturbing cause 
intervened — ^haye been about 6,297,275. It is therefore probable that the decrease 
of the population may be accounted for by the very great emigration as stated 
above. It is here worthy of remark that at the time of taking the Census in 1851 
there were no less than 250,611 paupers in the Irish workhouses, and 47,019 persons 
in hospital, of whom 4,545 were not workhouse inmates— that in 1861 the numbers in 
workhouses, healthy and sick, were 50,010, while there were but 48,989 persons in 
the Irish workhouses the day before the recent Census was taken. 

Table II, (pages 8 and 9), shows the result of the inquiry into the Religious Profession 
of the population. This is the second occasion on which this subject has formed a 
portion of the decenmal Census ; and when we state that in the instance of only twenty 
famihes ^ve complaints, or objections of any description to the Enumerators’ Returns, 
been made to the Commissioners, the fact is to a certain extent a proof of the probable 
veracity of these Returns, as well as of the willingness of the people and the Clergy of 
all denominations to afford the utmost facility for arriving at the truth. In cases in 
which any question arose as to the religious profession we caused special personal inq uiry 
oi the individual concerned to be made. 

The following is the Provincial Summary of the results of this portion of the inquiry, 
the particulars of which for each individual persuasion are set forth in Table II. at 
* These 403 persons at sea on the Census night of 1861 -were returned upon English sliipping forms. 
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pag^es 8 and 9. In order to assimilate as far as possible this Table with, that given for 
a similar purpose in the Abstract for 1861, the heading of the columns for “Established 
Oluirch ” and “ Protestant Dissenters ” have been retained as applicable to that period.

From that Table we learn that on the night of the 2nd ot April, 1871, tnose oi tne 
Roman Catholic Church in Ireland amounted to 4,141,933 ; those returning thernselves 
as belonging to the “ Church of Ireland ” or “ Irish Church” to 467,865 ; and as^“ Protes- 
tant Episcopalians ” to 215,430. These two together, represent the denomination ot the 
“ Established Church” in 1861, and now amount to 683,295. Presbytenans numbered 
503,461 j Methodists 41,815 ; Independents 4,485 ; Baptists 4,643 ; and the Society ot 

ls3,834. Those classed under the head of “Other Christian persuasions, ^ounting 

+^- T>r>+, dAnnminntinp- themselves under any ol

to 19,035, are believed to represent persons not denominating themselves under any ol 
the foregoing headings, also members of the Moravian Church, and such traveilem, 
toinporai-y lodgers, and mendicants (presumed to be Christian), as to whom the 
Enumerators, or the persons who filled the Householders’ Schedules, were una e 
oUain tlie nocossary information. The detailed particulars respecting the class 
omimoratcd under tliis head will be given at a future period. The number oi Jews 

^”ablf lit., page 10, presents the Number of Inhabited Houses iu 1811, 1851 , and 
18(i 1, and also the total number of Houses Inhabited Hni^nhabited, 

The following Summary shows by Provinces, the Number of Inhabited and 
Houses, and tbo number building in 1S41, 18S1, 1861, and 1871, with the increase or 
decrease between 1861 and 1871. 

SUMMAET showing by PncvisoES the total Ksmbsii of Hovsss in 1841, 1861, 186I„ 
and 1871, and difference in Nojisja between 1861 and 1871. 
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In tlie following counties tlie decrease in tiie number of inhabited houses amounts to 
more than 9 per cent., viz. : — Queen’s County, 10’54 ; Meath, 9'95 ; Monaghan, 9'70 ; 
Tipperary, N.E., 9'65 ; King’s County, 9'31 ; and Fermanagh, 9-13 per cent. 

The number of inhabited houses increased in the following localities : — Town of 
Belfast, 50‘40 per cent.; Londonderry City, 26'11; County of the Town of Car- 
rickfergus, 11-53; Waterford City, 8-70; Cork City, 7-87; Dublin County, including 
Metropolitan Suburbs, 6-98 ; Dublin City, 5'52 ; Town of Drogheda, 2-47 ; and Kerry 
County, -17 per cent. 

Table IV., page 11, exhibits the Number of Families in each Province, County, Gty, 
and certain large Corporate Towns in Ireland, in the decades between 1841 and^l87l, 
with the decennial increase or decrease between 1861 and 1871. The decre^e in the 
number of families between 1861 and 1871 was 56,806, or 5‘03 per cent. This decrease 
is most apparent in the Province of Connaught, where it amounted to 7-06 per cent. It 
has been least in the Province of Ulster, where it amounts to 9,954, or 2-64 per cent. 
An increase in the number of families has taken place in the Town of Belfast; 
Londonderry City ; Dublin County, including Metropolitan Suburbs ; Waterford City ; 
Drogbeda Town ; County of the Town of Carrickfergus ; and Cork City. 

The average number of persons to a family in the year 1861 was 5'14 ; and in 1871 , 
it is 5'04. In the Metropolis, while the population has decreased by 9,086 persons, 
the Number of Inhabited Houses has increased by 1,266, and the average number of 
persons constituting a family has decreased from 4'36 in the former to 4'24 in the 
latter period. In the County of Kerry the average number of persons to a family is 
5 '60, and in the City of Dublin 4-24. 

When all the original returns shall have been minutely examined in this office, and 
the information which they contain carefully extracted, the figures in the following tables 
will, no doubt, be altered to a certain extent, but we have reason to believe that such 
revision will not materially affect the general results. 

In our future Reports we shall have the honour to lay before your Excellency the 
details of each of the subj ecta contained in this Abstract, as also of the Ages, Education, 
Occupation, Marriage-Condition, and Vital Statistics afforded by the Returns obtained 
on and after the 2nd of April, in the present year. 

• We are happy to state that, with ftie exception of four Hospitals in Dublin — ^those 
of Cork-street, The Richmond, Whitworth, and Hardwicke — we have had no difficulty 
in obtaining tbe returns of the population in this country for the night of the 2nd April. 
The returns from these Hospitals, not yet received, afforded in 1861 a population of 341 
persons.
